Comments 
Reference A 

This reference discloses a camera with a hand strap having two cuts formed thereon so 
that changing a setting position of a hand strap is made easier in accordance with horizontal or 
vertical camera position. Although this reference and the present invention have a similarity 
in such a way that both inventions disclose the hand strap, the hand strap disclosed by this 
reference makes it possible to change the position of the hand strap without removing two 
strap belts from the camera so that the camera is firmly held for photographing regardless of 
the horizontal or vertical position of the camera. By contrast, the present invention discloses 
methods to keep the hand strap away from a field of view of a camera lens so as to prevent the 
hand strap from being accidentally photographed. 

Reference B 

This reference discloses a small sized electronic device having a hand strap. In order 
to prevent an external aesthetical appearance from being spoiled due to a presence of a hand 
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strap mount part and to maintain the device well balanced when the device is suspended 
through the hand strap thereof, at substantially a center portion of an upper end of a rear panel 
of a housing, upper end corners are chamfered and an nearly L-shaped hole is formed through 
the rear panel. By contrast, the present invention discloses methods to keep the hand strap 
away from a field of view of a camera lens so as to prevent the hand strap from being 
accidentally photographed.
